The reply of the administration t< 
those critics,

c o n d e m n e d 
the recognition of Carranza as head 
of the de facto government of Mexi­ 
co, on religious lines, 
deserves tho 
widest sort of publicity. 
The reply 
comes from 
Secretary 
Tumulty, who is himself 
a very de­ 
vout and sincere Catholic, and it may­ 
be taken for 
granted 
that 
he 
has 
thoroughly investigated 
tho charges 
made before denying them. 
Attacks 
on nuns and priests were 
the chief 
indictments against Carranza and his 
followers. 
Meeting the accusations, 
Secretary 
Tumulty 
says 
that 
tin1 
files of the state deartment 
fail to 
disclose any official record of a single 
proven case of 
attacks 
upon nuns, 
and he included in his letter a state­ 
ment by the Catholic vicar general in 
Mexico City, which, while 
disclosing 
the shooting of priests, and 
the ex­ 
pulsion and imprisonment of others, 
declared there had been 
no attacks 
upon nuns in that district. 
Continuing, the secretary says that 
in all wars the horrors of the conflict 
have been kept alive by those on tile 
losing side, but that it should be the 
duty of all citizens of both the Unit­ 
ed States and Mexico 
to contribute 
in every manner to the rehabilitation 
of the nation, so long torn 
by civil 
strife, and to avoid keeping open the 
wounds. 
“Counsel and sympathy are needful 
and would be merciful now-, because 
they would be of wonderful efficacy 
in uniting the people 
of 
Mexico in 
the wrork of 
reconstruction,’ 
wrote 
Tumulty. “Efforts to arouse rancorous 
feelings among them 
will 
have the 
effect of opening up anew tho wounds 
which should be healed, and to create 
an open sore to 
torture 
that poor 
people as long as 
their minds 
are 
kept inflamed against their brethren.” 
Attention is also called to the rec­ 
ognition of President Juarez 
by the 
Buchanan 
administration, 
following 
“the bloodiest of all wrars ever w-aged 
in Mexico,” marked by “all tile bit­ 
terness and cruelty 
of 
a religious 
war.” 
Emphasis is laid 
on 
the recogni­ 
tion of Carranza by the Eat in-Ameri­ 
can countries which 
joined 
in the 
Pan-American peace conferences. Al’ 
of these Eat in-American nations, Tu­ 
multy points out, are Catholic coun­ 
tries. 
Finally, a 
statement, 
which was 
given tile state department by Elisoo 
Arredondo, the Washington represen­ 
tative of General Carranza, last Octo­ 
ber, pledging 
the 
Carranza govern 
ment to 
respect 
everybody’s 
“life 
property .and 
religious 
beliefs,” is 
cited as grounds upon which to base 
a belief iii the future good conduct 
of the Carranza following toward all. 
no m atter what their religious belief. 
A little tolerance 
in 
viewing the 
acts of public officials and the with­ 
holding of criticism 
until 
all facts 
are know-n would 
serve 
mightily in 
the present time. 
Some 
Protestants 
severely 
con­ 
demned President Wilson for his ap­ 
pointment of 
the 
zealous < atholic, 
Tumulty, to the high and confidential 
position he holds, and some Catholics 
now find fault with 
the 
only thing 
that could be done to bring peace to 
a distressed people,

action that, 
in fact, was first initiated by all the
